NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
Hold Killers at Jackson 


Awaiting Probe 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 15.— 


New arrests loomed today in the 
fiendish torch slaying of two high 
school boys and their girl compan- 
ions as a result of Prosecutor Al- 
bert Rapp's interrogation of the 
trio of "sex slapers." 


"We are far from the end of our 


work on tajs murder case," Rapp 
declared after his return from 
Jackson state penitentiary where 
he interrogated Fred Smith, Frank 
Oliver, and David Biackstone, the 
killers who are serving life terms 
at hard labor without any hope of 
parole or leniency. 


MANY DEVELOPMENTS 


Developments in Michigan's most 


hideous murder case today were 
five-fold: 


1. Arrest of Otis Oden, negro 


blind-pig operator and landlord of 
Biackstone. 


2. Orders .from 
Sheriff 
Jacob 


Andres to increase the number of 
men who are dragging the Huron 
river for bodies of more victims of 
the "petting party" bandits. 


3. Announcement by authorities 


that three drunken slayers alleg- 
edly participated in several other 
holdups of petting parties before 
they wantonly butchered and. burn- 
ed the four 
youngsters.

would not elaborate on their state- 
ment. 


4. Plans to confront Miss Katii- 


erine Keller, 25, heiress sweetheart 
of Smith, with statements from the 
three killers. Police declared that 
they will endeavor to connect her 
with many of thertritfs- holdups. 
They picture her as a "bandit 
queen." 


Forwarder, 24,- friend of the* con- 
victed men, with holdups in the 
neighborhood. Forwalder also is 
held. 


The "sex killers" of Vivian Gold, 


15, Anna May Harrison, 17, Thom- 
as -Wheatley, 15, and Harry Lore, 
16, will be held at Jackson until 
the investigation is complete. Then 
they are to be transferred to Mar- 
quette penitentiary. The slayers 
beat and shot the four youngsters 
to' death, soaked their bodies in 
gasoline, and applied a torch. They 
tiad atacked the girls, they admit- 
ted, and the negro desecrated the 
body of one of the girls after she 
was dead. »-

murderers but I do not believe I 
would lift a finger to separate 
them from the electric chair if we 
had the supreme penalty in this 
state.""

"I wish the mob had got them. 


They don't deserve to live."

Without An Entry Nation 
Is Highly Interested In 
Course Of Schneider Cup 


least two. official 
American ob- 


servers will check speeds when the 
wings of the racing world flash 
around the pylons in the Schneider 
cup air races at Calshot, England, 
September 12, International News 
Service learned today. 


This country has no entry in the 


international speed event, but is 
carefully watching for results. Re- 
ports that both France and Eng- 
land 'have planes expected to attain 
speeds about the 400-mile-an-hour 
mark have centered keen attention 
on the tests. 


The navy plans to send an offi- 


cial observer to the races and the 
national advisory committee for 
aeronautics and the National Aero- 
nautical Association jointly have 
appointed John J. Ide to attend. 
Besides these official 
observers, 


American Aeronautical manufac- 
turers, almost en masse, plan to 
.send aviation experts to the races. 


Officials in the army, navy and 


commerce department aeronautical 
division declared they were not so 
much interested in the maximum 
speeds attained as in the design 
trends of the new products of the 
world's aeronautical speed engi- 
neers- They pointed out the racers 


would contribute to aviation most 
in streamline and control engineer- 
ing. 


The Schneider race will offer an 


interesting comparison with the 
national air races to be held in 
Cleveland the latter part of this 
month, but, in the eyes of experts, 
will reflect no discredit on Ameri- 
can aviation if speeds attained at 
Calshot are highei; than the maxi- 


mum at Cleveland. 


"It will be interesting to check 


the results of the two meets," Maj. 


Gen. 
James E., Fechet, chief of the j 


army air corps, observed, "but we ! 
must remember that England and' 
the other countries in the Schneid-' 
er races are shooting for* speed | 
alone .almost, England fighting to' 
win for the third time the Schneid- 


er cup, which will make It perma- 
nently hers. 


"In this country, and at 
the 


Cleveland races, the planes will be 
designed for durability, perform- 
ance, and safety as well as speed. 
Continued striving for an 
Ideal 


combination of these qualities will 
in the end turn out a much more 
valuable type of ship than will 
strictly speed races. Of coruse, we! 
will learn some lessons from the 
• 


Schneider races, and we are watch- 
Ing them with interest. 
But we 


will not be too concerned if the 
speeds there are higher than those 
of the Cleveland races. 


"The ships which the Schneider 


cup racers will put in the air would 
not stand up for a minute against 
a first class machine built for fight- 
ing, 
maneuvering, 
and common- 


sense distance flying. 
They can- 


not carry enough fuel to be of any 
military value."
